Josep h C. Robertson has a 
p assion for destru ction. 
Sitting in the cab of a 50-ton 
crane, the 19 0-p ou nd demolition 
ex p ert directs the machine's 
100-foot boom with ease, u nleas­ 
ing a 6 .000-p ou nd ball on the 
San Rafael cou rthou se annex . 
Seconds later, the dev astating 
accu racy of Robertson’s aim 
becomes ap p arent as another 
chu nk of the bu ilding tu mbles 
three stories to the grou nd in a 
clou d of du st. 
The 15-y ear-old stm ctu re con­ 
tinu es to groan as the massiv e 
ball rebou nds, rev ealing a gap ­ 
ing hole, that belches forth a 
tangled web of steel and cru m­ 
bling concrete. 
As onlookers stand in awe, 
Robertson climbs down from 
his p erch, a broad smile flash­ 
ing ov er his su ntanned face as 
he scans the resu lts of his 
cru shing task. 
For Robertson, a 49 -y ear-old 
em p loy ee of the Clev eland 
Wrecking Co. of San Francisco, 
it’s all in a day ’s work. 
He’s been in the demolition 
bu siness for 17 y ears. More 
than 300 bu ildings, ranging 
from small offices to eight- 
story stru ctu res, hav e top p led 
u nder his hand. 
He began demolishing the an­ 
nex last Monday , and ex p ects 
to hav e the job comp leted in 
another week. The annex , com­ 
p leted in 19 58 at a cost of 
$512,000, will make way for 
office bu ildings and a p arking 
g arag e p lanned by MeKeon 
Constru ction Co. of Sacramento 
for the Cou rthou se Sq u are site. 
Robertson said the annex is 
one of the tou ghest bu ildings he 
has tackled. 
‘•Generally , the bu ildings I 
knock down are more than 50 
y ears old. This one is newer. 
Has a lot of steel in it. Tou gh­ 
er.” 
Bu t, like bu ildings he has 
razed before, the cou rthou se 
stru ctu re is cru mbling with dis­ 
p atch, and is almost half demo­ 
lished. 
Robertson, who worked in the 
constru ction trade for abou t 12 
y ears before becoming a demo­ 
lition ex p ert, said he p refers 
the wrecking bu siness. 
"There’s no ru sh of ex cite­ 
ment when I see the ball crash 
throu gh a wall, bu t I lov e the 
demolition bu siness,” he said. 
“ E ach bu ilding is different. 
T h e re ’s alw ay s som ething 
new.”

Manager John Tarantino said 
bu siness was "ju st heav y ” in 
ev ery dep artment, p articu larly 
becau se the store has adv er­ 
tised ex tensiv e sp ecials in its 
anniv ersary sale. 
"One woman bou ght 30 dozen 
eggs y esterday ,” said Taranti­ 
no. “ No one asked her what she 
intended to do with them be­ 
cau se we were too bu sy .. . bu t 
we’re still wondering — fresh 
eggs don't freeze." 


Petrini's adv ertised eggs at 
59 cents a dozen in its newsp a­ 
p er ads Wednesday , an offer 
that will be honored throu gh 
tomorrow, if another ship ment 
arriv es today . The wholesale 
cost to the store increased to­ 
day , bringing the actu al p rice 
u p to 79 cents a dozen. 
Eggs, bacon, p ork p rodu cts 
and chickens all went way u p in 
p rice today , althou gh m ost 
stores said they will honor their 
adv ertised .sp ecials throu gh to­ 
morrow if they can get rep lace­ 
ment stocks. 
Dav id Ray nes, owner of the 
m eat dep artment at Madera 
Foods in Corte Madera, sold ou t 
of hams, chicken and bacon this 
weekend. 
"I had a sp ecial on fiv e-p ou nd 
Armor hams at $5.9 9 , my cost," 
said Ray nes. "I reordered 
twice, bu t I can't get any more. 
And when I do the wholesale 
p rice will be $7 .9 9 .” 
Cu stomers nearly strip p ed his 
m eat cou nters du ring the week­ 
end, said Ray nes, "and the only 
thing they seemd to leav e alone

It feels good to be an agent of 
destru ction, he said, becau se 
"if we didn't tear it down, they 
cou ldn't bu ild again. Somebody 
has got to do it." 
.Althou gh Robertson has only 
fou r lev ers and two foot brakes 
to work with, op erating them 
takes a lot of dex terity , skill, 
and ex p erience. "I can hit that 
18 -inch colu mn nine ou t of ten 
tim es," he said p rou dly , p oint­ 
ing to a concrete slab on the 


annex 's third story . 
For all this, Robertson said 
he makes abou t $10 p er hou r 
"and that doesn’t inclu de fringe 
benefits.” 
Are there any job hazards in 
his line of work9 
Robertson grinned, say ing he 
hasn’t had an accident in all his 
y ears on the job. “ Ex cep t,” he 
said, “ som etim es my neck 
aches, becau se y ou ’v e got to 
keep looking u p ."

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— President Nix o n to ld 
bo th the Senate Water­ 
g ate Co mmittee and 
special Waterg ate Pro s­ 
ecuto r Archibald Co x to ­ 
day that he wo uld no t 
furnish to them tapes o f 
his White Ho use co nv er­ 
satio n abo ut the scan­ 
dal. 
In a letter to Sen. Sam J. 
Erv in, chairman of the Senate 
select committee, Nix on said he 
had p ersonally listened to a 
nu mber of the tap e recordings 
and said they are "entirely 
consistent with what I know to 
be the tru th and what I hav e 
stated to be the tru th." 


Nix on said that if the tap es 
wou ld settle the "central q u es­ 
tions at issu e in the Watergate 
inq u iries,” then their disclosu re 
might serv e a su bstantial p u b­ 
lic interest. 
Howev er, he said that the 
tap es contained m any com ­ 
ments that “ p ersons with dif­ 
ferent p ersp ectiv es and motiv a­ 
tions wou ld inev itably interp ret 
in different way s." 
“ A ccord ing ly , the ta p e s , 
which hav e been u nder my sole 
p ersonal control, will remain 
so.” he said. "None has been 
transcribed or made p u blic and 
none will be." 
In a telev ision sp eech Ap ril 
27, Nix on said he knew nothing 
in adv ance abou t the Watergate 
wiretap p ing or the su bseq u ent 
efforts to conceal the inv olv e­ 
ment of members of his admin­ 
istration. He blamed the wire­ 
tap p ing on ov er-zealou s aides 
and called for legislation to 
p rev ent a recu rrence. 
Erv in had asked for the tap es 
after a former White Hou se 
aide testified a week ago today 
that tap ings were m ade on 
most of Nix on’s conv ersations 
in his ov al office and in another 
office he u ses in the Ex ecu tiv e 
Office Bu ilding. 
The witness, Alex ander Bu t­ 
terfield, also said that Nix on’s 
conv ersations on fou r tele-

Skyjackers Hint Plans 
To Depart Desert Strip 


PEACETIME SOLDIERS 


DUBAI, United Arab Emir­ 
ates (UPI) — The hijackers of a 
Jap an Air Lines 747 jet ordered 
it fu lly refu elled today ’ shortly 
after the control tower at Du bai 
/Airp ort relay ed a my steriou s 
message ordering them either 
to free the 150 hostages or kill 
them. 
There was sp ecu lation the hi­ 
jackers, inclu ding Arabs and 
Jap anese, might try to fly the 
big ju mbo jet to Toky o v ia 
Pakistan. They also demanded 
that au thorities bring them the 
body of a woman hijacker who 
was killed by a grenade ex p lo­ 
sion du ring the takeov er last 
Friday , while the jet wras in the 
air ov er the Netherlands. 
A few hou rs before the ap p ar­ 
ent takeoff p rep arations, the 
sheikhs in the control tower 
p assed on a message to the 
hijackers signed "13,56 9 inhab­ 
itants of West Germ any ,” Du ­ 
bai officials said. The message 
read: 
“If y ou intend to kill the 
p assengers on board JL144 (the

J L48 4), p lease do it at once or 
be hu mane enou gh to release 
them. 
"It sou nds ridicu lou s if y ou 
p erm it those whom y ou ob­ 
v iou sly want to kill to receiv e

and m eals. 
Please giv e u p y ou r intentions, 
there are other means of u n­ 
bloody p ossibilities to reach 
y ou r p olitical aim s.” 
The officials said the mes­ 
sage was receiv ed by the Du bai 
gov ernment and they p assed it 
on to the hijackers from the 
control tower. The officials de­ 
clined to comment on the mes­ 
sage bu t newsmen sp ecu lated it 
might be some kind of code 
telling the hijackers what to do 
nex t. 


Shortly after it was receiv ed 
the hijackers issu ed their twin 
demands and there was sp ecu ­ 
lation they wou ld take off soon 
with the hostages who hav e 
endu red three day s of bu rning

Peacetime soldiers hav e been 
known to p u ll du ties su ch as 
digging fox holes and then filling 
them back u p , sp it-p olishing 
boots and washing Jeep s their 
bu ddies washed the day before. 


Bu t members of the 8 01sl 
E ng ine e ring C om p any , an 
Army reserv e u nit stationed at 
Fort Baker near Sau salito, are 
try ing to eliminate "make-work 
jobs” by u ndertaking “ real 
p rojects that benefit the com­ 
mu nity and inv olv e social con­ 
sciou sness.” 
The comp any ’s 80 men, p res­ 
ently fu lfilling their two-week 
su mmer du ty req u irement, are 
in the midst of their first su ch 
p roject — tearing down and 
remov ing a ramshackle p ier, 
barracks and other bu ildings at 
the North Garrison on Angel 
Island. 
"We hav e the men and the 
eq u ip ment, so for two weeks 
the p roject is a natu ral for u s,” 
said Sgt. Michael McLau ghlin, 
the ou tfit’s p u blic information 
officer. 
Once the abandoned bu ildings 
are dem olished and hau led 
away p lans are to landscap e 
p ortions of the wooded site and 
op en it as a p u blic beach and 
p icnic area. Yachtsmen will be 
allowed to anchor their boats in 
the p lacid cov e, whose only 
inhabitants now are the ghosts 
of grey troop ship s that carried 
soldiers to the Pacific Theater 
du ring World War II. 
Althou gh the former arm y 
p ost has been p art of the state 
p ark sy stem since the 19 50s, no 
one has been allowed to u se the 


area becau se of the p otential 
hazards to p eop le that lu rk in 
the creaking wooden bu ildings 
and among the rotting timbers 
of the old p ier. 


"This job makes all of u s feel 
like we’re making more of a 
contribu tion,” said McLau ghlin, 
a 26 -y ear-old San Franciscan 
who in civ ilian life sells p riv ate 


airp lanes. “ It’s bu ilding morale 
and at the same time giv ing u s 
training. We don’t want to be 
ju st a sp it and p olish ou tfit.” 
The North Garrison recently 
has been renam ed Winslow 
Cov e, after the late Charles A. 
Winslow, an ardent East Bay 
conserv ationist who was chair­ 
man of the .Angel Island Fou n­ 
dation, a grou p that has sou ght 
to p rotect the island from de­ 
v elop ment and keep it in its 
natu ral state. 
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The cov e p roject is being 
coordinated by the California 
Marine Parks and Harbors As­ 
sociation, a statewide conserv a­ 
tion grou p whose leaders inv it­ 
ed the 8 01st engineers to help 
clear the land, a task they 
enthu siastically accep ted, ac­ 
cording to McLau ghlin. 
It is abou t a 15-minu te ride by 
Army landing craft from Fort 
Baker, which sits in Horseshoe 
Cov e in the shadow of the 
Golden Gate Bridge, to cres­ 
cent-shap ed Winslow Cov e. 
The box y landing craft car­ 
ries men and heav y machinery 
daily to the work site, p assing 
Ay ala Cov e (formerly called 
Hosp ital Cov et, now the only 
inlet on the island where boats 
are allowed to tie u p for the 
day . 
Led by Lt. Larry Dickason, 
26 , of Chico, the p roject officer, 
the reserv es hav e knocked 
down an old bu ilding on the end 
of the p ier and are making 
p lans to destroy the rest of the 


stru ctu re and carry the p ieces 
by barge from the cov e. 


Using earthmov ers and bu ll­ 
dozers op erated by reserv ists 
su ch as Rick Su mmerv ille of 
San Rafael, the soldiers are 
remov ing the concrete fou nda­ 
tion of a former Army mess- 
hall, where grass later will be 
p lanted for a p icnic arca. Su m­ 
merv ille, 23, will retu rn to his 
regu lar job as a grocery clerk 
in a Tamalp ais Valley market 
when his su mmer du ty is com­ 
p leted.

Memo Purge Told 
By Haldeman Aide 


WASHINGTON (UPP — Gor­ 
don C. Strachan testified today 
that his boss in the White 
Hou se, H R. Haldeman direct­ 
ed him to p u rge White Hou se 
files of p olitical memoranda on 
intelligence op erations on the 
Monday morning following the 
Watergate break-in. 
Strachan, 29 , said Haldeman 
told him on Ju ne 19, 19 72, “ We 
want to make su re ou r files are 
clean.” 
The Senate Watergate Corm 
m ittee q u estioned Strachan 
while awaiting a resp onse from 
President Nix on to its req u est 
for access to his tap e recorded 
conv ersations tou ching on the 
Watergate cov er-u p . 
The straw-haired lawy er, who 
lost his job as cou nsel to the 
U.S. Information Agency three 
day s before Haldeman resigned 
from the White Hou se staff on 
Ap ril 30, told his story to the 
committee u nder a grant of 
immu nity p rotecting him from 
p rosecu tion on the basis of what 
he rev ealed. 
Strachan said Charles W. Col­ 
son. another White Hou se law­ 
y er, was known in the ex ecu tiv e 
mansion as the aide in charge 
of “dirty tricks.” 
"Mr. Colson's office was re­ 
ferred to as the 'office of dirty 
tricks,'" he said. "Periodically , 
p ress rep orts wou ld ap p er 
abou t things y ou wou ld jokingly 
or not jokingly refer to as dirty 
tricks... It was sort of a joke, 
nobodv reallv knew what Col­ 


son wa.- doing." 
S tra c ha n d isc lose d th a t 
Haldeman and John N. Mitch­ 
ell, then attorney general, dis­ 
cu ssed the intelligence-gather­ 
ing p lan at a White Hou se 
meeting on Ap ril 4, 19 72, tw’o 
months before the break-in and 
ju st a few day s after the m atter 
came u p for consideration at a 
Key Biscay ne. Fla., p olitical 
strategy session. Jeb S tu art 
M agru der, then ru nning the 
Committee for the Re-Election 
of the President (CRP), has 
testified that Mitchell ap p rov ed 
the p lan at that meeting, Mitch­ 
ell denied it when he ap p eared 
before the committee, bu t a

At 2:35 p .m., fiv e minu tes 
after the y ou ng German’s con­ 
cert was to hav e begu n at the 
V eterans M emorial Bu ilding, 
the au dience was told he had 
not arriv ed and his w here­ 
abou ts was a my stery . 
According to E schenbach's 
New York agent today , the 
p ianist cabled late y esterday 
from his Canary Islands home 
that his U.S. v isa had not ar­ 
riv ed in time for him to make 
the Marin concert. It was not 
ex p lained why the cable was 
sent the day after his schedu led 
ap p earance. 
The p resident of Marin Mu sic 
Chest, Mrs. John A Lesoine of 
Ross, rep orted the agent "will 
do his u tmost" to reschedu le 
Eschenbach for an ev ening con­ 
cert in Marin. If he cannot 
ap p ear, an artist of comp arable 
rep u tation will bt' schedu led, 
she said. 
• Mrs. Lesoine said an au dible 
wav e of disap p ointm ent ran 
throu gh the au dience when she 
got u p to annou nce Eschenbach 
had failed to ap p ear. "Ev ery ­ 
one was v ery nice." she said. 
Persons who had bou ght tick­ 
ets at the box office were giv en 
refu nds and ticket holders for 
the three-p art series assu red of 
a su bstitu te concert. 
The cash refu nding of tickets 
at the box office ran into a brief 
delay , howev er, becau se so 
many had p aid with large de­ 
nomination bills. A messenger 
wras disp atched to the Emp or­ 
iu m to get change.

She said she waited fiv e min­ 
u tes after the 2:30 p m. sched­ 
u led start "ju st to tx ? su re that 
he wou ldn't come in p anting.”

The 15-year-old structure con­ 
tinues to groan as the massive 
ball rebounds, revealing a gap­ 
ing hole, that belches forth a 
tangled web of steel and crum­ 
bling concrete. 
As onlookers stand in awe, 
Robertson climbs down from 
his perch, a broad sm ile flash­ 
ing over his suntanned face as 
he scans the results of his 
crushing task. 
For Robertson, a 49-year*old 
em ployee of the C leveland 
Wrecking Co. of San Francisco, 
i f s all in a day’s work. 
He’s been in the demolition 
business for 17 years. More 
than 300 buildings, ranging 
from small offices to eight- 
story structures, have toppled 
under his hand. 
He began demolishing the an­ 
nex last Monday, and expects 
to have the job completed in 
another week. The annex, com­ 
pleted in 1958 at a cost of 
$512,000, will make way for 
office buildings and a parking 
g arage planned by MeKeon 
Construction Co. of Sacramento 
for the Courthouse Square site. 


Robertson said the annex is 
one of the toughest buildings he 
has tackled. 
“ Generally, the buildings I 
knock down are more than 50 
years old. This one is newer. 
Has a lot of steel in it. Tough­ 
er.** 
But, like buildings he has 
razed before, the courthouse 
structure is crumbling with di>- 
patch, and is almost half demo­ 
lished. 


Robertson, who worked in the 
construction trade for about 12 
years before becoming a demo­ 
lition expert, said he prefers 
the wrecking business. 


“There’s no rush of excite­ 
ment when I see the ball crash 
through a wall, but I love the 
demolition business,” he said. 
“ Each building is d ifferent. 
T h e r e ’s a lw a y s so m e th in g 
new .”

per ads Wednesday, an offer 
that will bo honored through 
tomorrow’, if another shipment 
arrives today.

Skyjackers Hint Plans 


To Depart Desert Strip 


PEACETIME SOLDIERS 


DUBAI, United Arab Emir­ 
ates (UPI) — The hijackers of a 
Japan Air Lines 747 jet ordered 
it fully refuelled today’ shortly 
after the control tower at Dubai 
Airport relayed a mysterious 
m essage ordering them either 
to free the 150 hostages or kill 
them. 
There was speculation the hi­ 
jackers, including Arabs and 
Japanese, might try to fly the 
big jumbo jet to Tokyo via 
Pakistan. They also demanded 
that authorities bring them the 
body of a woman hijacker who 
was killed by a grenade explo­ 
sion during the takeover last 
Friday, while the jet was in the 
air over the Netherlands. 
A few hours before the appar­ 
ent takeoff preparations, the 
.sheikhs in the control tower 
passed on a m essage to the 
hijackers signed “ i3,569 inhab­ 
itants of West Germany," Du­ 
bai officials said. The message 
read: 
“If you intend to loll the 
passengers on board JL444 (the

plane’s real flight number was 
JL484), please do it at once or 
be humane enough to release 
them, 
“It sounds ridiculous if you 
permit those whom you ob­ 
viously want to kill to receive

Please give up your intentions, 
there are other means of un­ 
bloody p ossib ilities to reach 
your political aim s.” 
The officials said the m es­ 
sage was received by the Dubai 
government and they passed it 
on to the hijackers from the 
control tower. The officials de­ 
clined to comment on the m es­ 
sage but newsmen speculated it 
might be some kind of code 
telling the hijackers what to do 
next. 


Shortly after it was received 
the hijacker! issued their twin 
demands and there was specu­ 
lation they would take off soon 
with the hostages who have 
endured three days of burning

Peacetim e soldiers have been 
known to pull duties such as 
digging foxholes and then filling 
them 
back up, spit-polishing 
boots and washing Jeeps their 
buddies washed the day before. 


But 
members of the 801st 
E n g in e e r in g C om p an y, an 
Army reserve unit stationed at 
Fort Baker near Sausalito, are 
trying to eliminate “make-work 
job s” by undertaking “ real 
projects that benefit the com­ 
munity and involve social con­ 
sciousness.” 
The company’s 80 men, pres­ 
ently fulfilling their two-week 
summer duty requirement, are 
in the midst of their first such 
project — tearing down and 
removing a ramshackle pier, 
barracks and other buildings at 
the North Garrison on Angel 
Island. 


“ We have the men and the 
equipment, so for two weeks 
the project is a natural for us," 
said Sgt. Michael McLaughlin, 
the outfit's public information 
officer. 
Once the abandoned buildings 
are dem olished and hauled 
away plans are to landscape 
portions of the wooded site and 
open it as a public beach and 
picnic area Yachtsmen will be 
allowed to anchor their boats in 
the placid cove, whose only 
inhabitants now are the ghosts 
of grey troopships that carried 
soldiers to the Pacific Theater 
during World War II. 


Although the former army 
post has been part of the state 
park system since the 1950s, no 
one has been allowed to use the 


area because of the potential 
hazards to people that lurk in 
the creaking wooden buildings 
and among the rotting timbers 
of the old pier. 


“This job makes all of us feel 
like w e’re making more of a 
contribution,” said McLaughlin, 
a 26-year-old San Franciscan 
who in civilian life sells private 


airplanes. “ It’s building morale 
and at the sam e time giving us 
training. We don’t want to be 
just a spit and polish outfit." 


The North Garrison recently 
has been renam ed W inslow 
Cove, after the late Charles A. 
Winslow, an ardent East Bay 
conservationist who was chair­ 
man of the Angel Island Foun­ 
dation, a group that has sought 
to protect the island from de­ 
velopment and keep it in its 
natural state. 
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The cove project is being 
coordinated by the California 
Marine Parks and Harbors As­ 
sociation, a statewide conserva­ 
tion group whose leaders invit­ 
ed the Hoist engineers to help 
clear the land, a task they 
enthusiastically 
accepted, ac­ 
cording to McLaughlin. 
It is about a 15 minute ride by 
Army landing craft from Fort 
Baker, which sits in Horseshoe 
Cove 
in the shadow of the 
Golden Gate Bridge, to cres­ 
cent-shaped Winslow Cove. 
The boxy landing craft car­ 
rus men and heavy machinery 
daily to thf work site, passing 
Ayala Cove (formerly called 
Hospital Cove), now the only 
inlet on the island where boats 
are allowed to tit* up for the 
day. 
Led by Lt. Larry Dickason, 
26, of Chico, the project officer, 
the reserves have knocked 
down an old building on the end 
of the pier and are making 
plans to destroy the rest of the 


structure and carry the pieces 
by barge from the cove 


Using earthmovers and bull­ 
dozers operated by reservists 
such as Rick Summerville of 
San Rafael, the soldiers are 
removing the concrete founda­ 
tion of a former \rmy mess- 
hall, where grass later will bt* 
planted for a picnic arca. Som- 
merville, 23, will return to his 
regular job as a grocery clerk 
rn a Tamalpais Valley market 
when his summer duty is com­ 
pleted.

The Ax Expected To Fall Today 
As Markets Adjust To Phase IV

Last week’s food advertising 
is out of date, and the nation's 
grocers know how Phase IV, 
the new economic plan, is sup­ 
posed to work. Today the ax 
falls. 
F i nni prices have Ik1 en in­ 
creasing slowly since last 
Wednesday, when the adminis­ 
tration announced the new plan, 
which allows the food industry 
to pass along increased produc­ 
tion costs to the public. 
Today the big price hikes that 
were stymied since Phase III 
and one-half was announced in 
mid-June will be posted. 
In Washington. Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Blitz Sunday 
ruled out food rationing by the 
government during Phase IV. 
but he conceded that 
“ spot 
shortages” of beef would likely 
develop in the months ahead. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers. said retail food prices 
would begin to climb this week, 
especially for eggs, poultry and 
pork 
“ As long as we pursue the 
present policy we have of rela­ 
tively free prices in the market, 
obviously there will not need to 
be rationing.” But/ said. 
Buyers in the San Francisco 
Bay area jammed grocery 
stores over the weekend to 
stock up on food before the 
expected price increases. 
“ We had JO to 40 people 
outside waiting for the doors to 
open at IO this morning,” said 
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Tom Kelly, a clerk at a San 
Francisco supermarket. 
“ They're buying meat they 
can freeze, and canned goods 
that'll keep.” he said Sunday, 
adding that nearly 50 persons 
came away with SKK) grocery 
hills. 
The Fisher Foods Supermar­ 
kets of Ohio will increase chick­ 
en prices 20 per cent, pork butts 
13 per cent and pork loins 20 
per cent, all starting today. 
Phase IV allows increases in 
the price of all foods except 
beef It also allows the health 
industry to raise its prices, but 
other sectors of the economy 
will have-to wait until Aug. 12. 
Herrel L. Degraff. president 
of Chicago's American 
Meat 
Institute, predicted that pork 
prices will rise sharply this 
week He urged shoppers not to 
hoard meat, however, saying 
there would be enough to go 
around. 
The Ohio Department of Agri­ 
culture predicted that meat and 
poultry prices would jump 20 
per cent during the next 15 
days. 
There were indications at 


many supermarkets and food 
stores across the nation this 


weekend that shoppers were 
stockpiling food before the ex­ 
pected increase hits. 
In Chicago, a manager at a 
Jew el Food Co. store said, 
“ We've been caught short on 
some items—they’re going after 
beef, canned goods, chickens.” 
Burt Clark, owner of Schu- 
man's Meats in Columbus, 
Ohio. said. “ The price of pork 
really has jumped since the. 
controls were lifted and people 
are now starting to stockpile 
beef 
Our freezer business has 
picked up about 25 per cent.” 
In Fairbanks. Alaska, a Safe­ 
way supermarket rationed ba­ 
con. limiting customers to two 
pounds at a time. Grade A 
bacon was selling for $1.45 per 
pound and Grade B at $1.19. 
Two weeks ago Grade A bacon 
was on sale for 99 cents a 
pound. 
A tentative end to a three- 
dayold canning strike in Cali­ 
fornia was reached Sunday, ac­ 
cording to the Federal Media­ 
tion and Conciliation Service in 
Washington.

Recession 
Unlikely, 
Stein Says 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s chief economic 
adviser does not foresee a re­ 
cession despite a sharp drop in 
the rate of growth of the econo­ 
my.

Ulbricht Reported Seriously III 


BERLIN (UPI) — At his 80th birthday celebra­ 
tion 24 days ago, Walter Ulbricht was so weak he 
remained seated as official Communist delega­ 
tions paid homage to him. 
The old Stalinist and East Ger­ 
man chief of state suffered a stroke 
Thursday and was reported Satur­ 
day in serious condition. East Ger­ 
many only announced this after an 
unexplained silence of two days. 
No new medical report was issued 
yesterday. 
The birthday celebration was one 
of his rare public appearances since 
he stepped down as Communist party leader in 
May 1971, because of age and poor health. 
It might also have been the last public appear­ 
ance of the man who built the Berlin Wall and 
who built up East Germany to be the most 
prosperous nation in the Soviet bloc. 
Ulbricht retained the post of chief of state when 
he handed over the party leadership two years 
ago to his protege, Erich Honecker. RO.

Fossil Fuels Changed History 


(EDITOR S NOTE: This is 
the first of 12 articles on the 
world energy crisis — how it 
developed, the situation today 
and some possible solutions 
by S. Fred Singer, who is 
professor of environm ental 
sciences at the University of 
Virginia. The first article do­ 
cuments how fossil fuels have 
changed men’s living habits.)

Probably no single event in 
human history has influenced' 
our existence on this planet as 
much as the discovery of fossil 
fuels and the use of concentrat­ 
ed forms of energy. 
Over the last 150 years hu­ 
man labor and animal labor 
have been increasingly re ­ 
placed by machines which burn 
coal, oil, and gas. This “energy 
subsidy” has increased both the 
standard of living and the 
amount of leisure time for a 
sizable fraction of mankind. 
In turn, the accumulation of 
capital and the availability of 
free time have allowed men to 
divert resources from basic ne­ 
cessities, such as food and shel­ 
ter, in order to make invest­ 
m en ts 
in 
sc ien c e 
and 
technology. The results of these 
investments have been spectac­ 
ular, and have become availa­ 
ble on an ever-shortening time 
scale. Within the life span of 
most of us we have developed 
te le v isio n , c o m p u te rs, and 
atomic energy; man has landed 
on the moon; the genetic code 
has been broken; and many 
diseases have been eradicated.

transit systems ... with appro­ 
priate recognition of BARTS 
greater productivity." 


Stokes said BART will likely

He said fare hikes to com­ 
muters riding the yet unfin­ 
ished 75 m ile system could 
come as early as next fiscal 
year, less than a year away.

rently the United States ac­ 
counts for about one-third of the 
world’s energy consumption, al­ 
though the rate of increase is 
faster in countries growing 
more rapidly than the United 
States. 
Hand in hand with the ad­ 
vance in the rate of energy 
consumption has gone the intro­ 
duction of the new sources of 
energy: coal was followed by 
oil, then gas, and then nuclear 
fuels. In contrast to fuel used 
before 1800, fossil and nuclear 
fuels represent energy that 
reached the earth millions and 
even some billions of years ago. 
Except during time of political 
conflict, it matters little where 
the new fuels are found; they 
can be purchased and trans­ 
ported readily, and the electri­ 
cal energy produced from them 
can be transmitted over great 
distances. 
In term ; of human existence,

Fortunately, there are essen­ 
tia lly in e x h a u stib le en erg y 
sources: nuclear breeders and 
nuclear fusion; as well as the 
possibility of geothermal power 
and solar power, Any one of 
these would supply the world’s 
energy needs for thousands of 
years or longer. 
Coal, shale, and tar sands are 
available for several hundred 
years — long after we run out 
of petroleum and natural gas. 
There is, thus, no long term 
energy supply crisis in the 
world But there are immediate 
problems.

We may dis­ 
cern the forest, even if we miss 
quite a few trees. 
Some basic facts about the 
effects of energy on our econo­ 
my need to be restated often. A 
simple calculation brings home 
dramatically the importance of 
energy to everything we do. 
One gallon of gasoline produces 
the energy-equivalent of 25 
man-days; and thus, the cost of 
a man-day of work is only a 
little more than a penny. This 
figure illustrates in a striking 
way the subsidy we receive 
from fossil fuels — a far 
greater subsidy than was ever 
obtained from human slavery. 
Before the year 1800, energy 
available to human societies 
was limited to solar energy 
only recently radiated to the 
earth. Its most direct form was 
human or animal power; the 


energy came from food, that is, 
from the biological oxidation of 
compounds that were capable 
of storing solar energy. 
The burning of wood to pro­ 
vide heat, or the use of moving 
air or falling water to drive 
windmills or pumps, also repre­ 
sented the conversion of recent­ 
ly arrived solar energy. Such 
power sources could not be 
readily transported, and the en­ 
cl. v could not be transmitted 
over any considerable distance. 
The amount that was available 
at any particular point was 
rather small. 
This picture has, of course, 
changed completely since the 
1800’s, and it has assumed sig­ 
nificant new dimensions in the 
past two decades with the ad­ 
vent of nuclear power. The 
most striking measure of these 
changes is increased per capita 
consumption of energy in the 
developed countries. There is a 
direct correlation between ener­ 
gy consumption and average 
income, with the cost of fuels 
itself being only a few per cent 
of income, about 3 per cent in 
the US 
today. This relation­ 
ship demonstrates the subsidy 


received from the use of low- 
cost fuels. 
To quote H T. Odum, profes­ 
sor of ecology at the University 
of Florida, "Today beef and 
potatoes are made partly from 
oil” through the use of tractors 
and fertilizers. Any rise in the 
cost of fuels has a very direct 
effect on the cost of all necessi­ 
ties, and on the cost of living. 
An energy tax amounts to a 
regressive tax, hitting the poor 
especially hard. 
The minimum consumption of 
energy is the food we need to 
stay alive, about 2,000 calories 
per day or a power level of IOO 
watts — the equivalent of an 
average light bulb. Today the 
per capita use of energy from 
all sources in the United States 
is 10,000 watts or about IOO 
tunes this minimum; and the 
figure is rising about 2.5 per 
cent per year 
With some 200 million people, 
U S 
consumption is therefore 
two million m egaw atts, of 
which about 30 per cent goes 
into the generation of electrici­ 
ty, and the rest is used about 
eq u a lly for tra n s p o rta tio n , 
households, and industry. Cur- 


Saigon Releases Prisoners; 


30 W ant To Remain In South 


SAIGON (UFI) - South Viet­ 
nam began releasing civilian 
prisoners today in the first pris­ 
oner exchange with the Com­ 
munists in three months, but 30 
of the first 375 prisoners reject­ 
ed a return to the Viet Cong, a 
government spokesman said 
Thirteen of the Communist 
prisoners aboard the third 
flight from the big Bien Hoa air 
base, outside Saigon, to Laic 
Ninh, 75 miles north of the 
capital, requested asylum and 
received it, the spokesm an 
said Seventeen more prisoners 
aboard the fourth flight made a 
similar decision 
There were 75 prisoners 
aboard each of five completed 
flights to Loc Ninh, Lt Col Le 
Trung Ilien, spokesman for the 
South V ietnam ese com m and, 
said Earlier in the day, a field 
military spokesman had said 
each government C130 Hercules 
flight would carry IOO prison 
ers. 
A governm ent spokesm an 
said 
plans 
had called for 
freeing 900 Communist prison­ 
ers today but military sources 
said a tardy start and a bureau­ 
cratic snarl involving the Inter­ 
national Commission for Con­ 
trol and Supervision (ICCS) 
reduced the total.

PAPEETE, Tahiti (UPI) - A 
Pan American Boeing 707 with 
79 persons aboard cartwheeled 
into the sea a mile off this 
South Pacific Island today mo­ 
ments after the pilot reported a 
smashed windshield and said he 
would attem pt an emergency 
landing. 
Aviation officials said IO 
bodies had been recovered from 
the oil-stained water and that a

PA 816, originated in 
Auckland, New Zealand, and 
was en route to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco when it 
plummeted hundreds of feet 
into the sea shortly after take­ 
off 


Airline officials said the pilot 
reported a smashed windshield 
and asked for an emergency 
landing. But witnesses said the 
plane made a 90-degree turn 
and then hit the South Pacific 
with a tremendous impact a 
mile off Papeete port. 


“The crash happened at 10.15 
p m Sunday Tahiti time (1:15 
a rn 
PDT today),” an airport 
technician said. “ I was in a 
house at a level above the 
airport. The plane took off ap­ 
parently normally 
Its lights 
were on so I could see it was a 
Pan Am plane 


“Suddenly it took a sharp 
turn to the left and started 
losing altitude fast. I got the 
impression almost as if a mis­ 
sile was launched from the 
plane. There was a loud bang 
but no explosion. Then nothing 
else —silence.” 


Rescue officials said a fleet of 
official launches, yachts, plea­ 
sure boats and fishing vessels 
sped to the scene. 
"T he rescuers worked by 
searchlights and recovered six 
bodies,” an official said. “They 
also retrieved some seats, the 
flight book from the cockpit, 
part of the plane’s undercar­ 
riage ” Later they found four 
more bodies.

was beef — because that’s still 
under the price freeze." 
It wasn’t only fresh m eat that 
got hammered. Anything that 
could be categorized as protein 
was snatched up, from canned 
meats to tuna fish. 


William Daniels, m anager of 
Lucky’s Market in Fairfax said 
customers were buying full cas­ 
es of canned meats, tuna, and, 
for some inexplicable reason, 
canned tomatoes. 


Not all stores were inundated. 
Many supermarkets, such as 
C ala’s at Tiburon, reported 
merely the usual heavy week­ 
end trade, with emphasis on 
bacon, eggs and poultry. 


The Big G Super m arket 
manager in Sausalito reported 
"W e w ere busy like every 
weekend,” and said they still 
have chicken fryers at 49 cents 
a pound 
The two United Markets in 
Marin at San Anselmo and San 
Rafael had a “ very big surge” 
according to vice president 
Fred Saccone, with customers 
buying "absolutely everything 
in sight.” 
And he predicted that price 
increases announced by whole­ 
salers today are going to 
“ shock the American consum­ 
e r.” in the weeks to come. 
Once the advertised specials 
have been honored (in most 
local cases this is effective 
through tomorrow) price con­ 
trols imposed under Phase III 
will be listed for most foods, 
except beef 
Saccone said pork prices will 
probably be up 25 per cent, 
eggs up eight cents a dozen, 
and bacon by at least 25 cents a 
pound. 
Will the prices ever come 
down9 
"I wish I had a crystal ball,” 
said Saccone. "With the in­ 
creased standard of living we 
are enjoying I really can’t see 
where prices are going to drop 
drastically.” 
.And he theorized that com­ 
pared with other countries the 
American consumer has been 
"a little spoiled” in term s of 
how much income is spent on 
food . .. "we have had things 
good for a long time, and it’s 
going to change.” 
Frenzied shopping and sky­ 
rocketing prices were general 
throughout the country. United 
P ress International reported 
customers "wiping out” meat 
counters in Texas. 
G rocery stores in Austin, 
Tex., last week advertised spe­ 
cials on whole fryers at 49 cents 
a pound. Today they were sell­

New Angle 
In Murder 
Is Studied 


Police today were looking 
into an outside chance that the 
discovery of a co-ed’s nude 
body Friday in a motor home in 
Novato was related to a recent 
rash of slayings of young wom­ 
en in San Francisco. 
The possible link was a 
quantity of women’s clothing 
found in the motor home. LL L. 
T. Stout of the Novato police 
said two sacks containing blous­ 
es and shorts and sim ilar cloth­ 
ing were found in the traveling 
home owned by Donald E. Wag­ 
ner, 39. 
Wagner was being held in 
Marin County Jail today on 
suspicion of murdering 21-year- 
old Patricia Dollinger, a New 
York State resident, who at­ 
tended Case Western Reserve 
U niversity in Cleveland. He 
was to appear in Mann Munici­ 
pal Court today. 
The body, along with the bags 
of clothing, was found after 
Wagner surrendered to authori­ 
ties at the Marin Community 
Mental Health Center. 
Police said gas receipts in 
Wagner’s possession indicated 
he had been driving recently 
throughout the Bay Area and 
Oregon. Miss Dollinger was be­ 
lieved to have been hitchhiking 
from Berkeley to Portland, Ore. 
Stout said the coroner’s office 
said Miss Dollinger had been 
dead 33 or 34 hours when she 
was found. 
"So the murder 
could have happened any place, 
and I do not think it happened 
in Novato.”

Auto Firms' 
War Ace, Executive Dies 
Big Profits

ZURICH (UPI) — Capt. Eddie 
R ickenbacker, an aviation pi­ 
oneer and World W ar I ace who 
d u eled with G e rm a n y ’s R ed 
B aron, died at the N eum unster 
H ospital early today, a hospital 
spokesm an said. He w as 82. 
The spokesm an said no offi­ 
cial cau se of death could be 
given until doctors released de­ 
tails, but hospital sources said 
R ickenbacker died of a heart 
attack. Neither of the attending 
doctors w as im m ediately av ail­ 
able. 
R ickenbacker w as adm itted 
to the hospital on Ju ly 5 after 
arrivin g in Zurich with his wife 
four days earlier. 
R ickenbacker 
w as 
hospital­ 
ized in M iam i, F la .,for nearly a 
month earlier this year, but had 
im proved enough to be allowed 
to m ake the trip to Sw itzerland. 


O fficials of E astern Airlines 
in M iam i sa id se r v ic e s for 
R ickenbacker would be held in 
Colum bus, Ohio, but no specific 
a r ra n g e m e n ts had yet been 
m ade.

R ic k e n b a c k e r 
lived the adventure of aviation 
from the cloth-covered biplane 
he flew as A m erica's World 
W ar I “ ace of a c e s’’ to the 
jetlin ers he controlled as board 
chairm an of E astern Air Lines.

of Honor winner, onetim e own­ 
er of the Indianapolis Speed­ 
w ay, chairm an of E astern. He 
brushed death countless tim es, 
including a three-week ordeal

when a plane in which he w as 
flying ditched in the Pacific. 
Rickenbacker converted his 
skill as a m echanic and love for 
speed into a care er as an early 
racin g driver, and then into 
leadership of the fam ed “ Hat in 
the R in g " A m erican fig h te r 
squadron in World War I. 
In 19 6 3, Rickenbacker retired 
a s chairm an of E astern at the 
ag e of 73. 
But he rem ained 
active in conservative political 
causes. 
The adulation from his w ar 
exploits helped him in his post­ 
w ar career but it w as his acu­ 
m en and drive which converted 
an ailing subsidiary of General 
M otors into E astern , one of the 
gian ts of A m erican aviation. 
Born Oct. 8, 189 0 in Colum ­ 
bus. Ohio, R ickenbacker quit 
school at 12 when his father 
died and worked at odd jobs — 
usually around the developing 
autom obile —to help support 
his mother and four younger 
brothers and sisters. He took 
co rresp o n d en ce c o u rse s and 
soon was designing engines for 
a Colum bus, Ohio, car m aker 
and winning fam e as a racer. 
His career w as interrupted by 
World War I and R ickenbacker 
went to Europe a s Gen. John J. 
P ershing's driver Within three 
months he transferred to the 
A rm y Air Corps in Fran ce and 
started his life in the air. 
R ickenbacker shot down 26 
enem y aircraft over the West­ 
ern Front, m ore than any other 
A m erican pilot. His tradem ark 
w as a “ Hat In the R in g" paint­ 
ed on his biplane. 
For his exploits, he received 
the Medal of Honor, the Distill 


guished Service C ross, M edal of 
the Legion of Honor, Medal of 
M erit and the Croix de G uerre 
of France. 
In 19 34 after an autom obile 
venture failed, he joined E a st­ 
ern, which had been founded 
six y ears before. He converted 
it from a losing venture to a 
profitable business. In 19 48 he 
becam e the airlin e’s president 
and the board chairm an in 19 53. 
Returning to his auto racing 
background. R ickenbacker pur­ 
chased the Indianapolis Speed­ 
w ay in 19 28. When he stepped 
down as president in 19 45, it 
w as the country’s biggest sport­ 
ing event. 


During World W ar II, Ricken­ 
b ack er helped form the Mili­ 
ta ry A ir T ra n sp o rt S e rv ic e 
(MATS). War Secretary Henry 
L. S tim so n e n liste d R ick e n ­ 
back er to fly a converted bom ­ 
ber on m orale m issions to v a r­ 
ious parts of the world. 


It w as on one of these trips 
that the bom ber R ickenbacker 
w as piloting ran out of g a s and 
crashed 
at sea. 
He and six 
o th e r crew m en su rv iv e d 24 
d ays by collecting rainw ater in 
their service caps and catching 
fish with bait cut from a seagull 
that landed on R ickenbacker’s 
head. 


A fter World W'ar I, when his 
own autom obile com pany went 
bankrupt, Rickenbacker joined 
North A m erican Aviation, Inc., 
which owned E astern Air Lines. 
North A m erican wanted to get 
E astern in the black and R ick­ 
enbacker wanted to pay back 
the debts he created with the 
auto firm . 


R ic k e n b a c k e r w as n am ed 
general 
m anager and helped 
land governm ent m ail contracts 
and expand routes. 
By 19 36 , E astern w as m aking 
money. 
But North A m erican, 
and its owner General Motors, 
decided to sell E astern. Ricken­ 
b acker raised $3.5 million from 
W all S treet and bought the 
com pany in 19 38. 
E sp ecially after World W ar 
II, 
R ickenbacker cham pioned 
conservative cau ses —although 
he stayed out of direct politics 
and described him self as politi­ 
cally " a lone w olf.” 
He advocated w ithdrawal by 
the United States from the Unit­ 
ed Nations, repeal of the “ can ­ 
cerous Sixteenth —the personal 
in com e tax — A m en d m en t,” 
and sale to private enterprise of 
“ 700 large government-owned 
corporations to reduce the na­ 
tional debt."

Hughes Believes There's 
Further Bombing Deceit 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Harold 
Hughes, 
D-Iowa, said 
today 
he 
believes additional, 
“ more frightening” instances of 
official deceit would be brought 
to light in the Sen ate’s inquiry- 
into secret bom bing raid s dur­ 
ing the Indochina war. 


Hughes told the Sen ate: “ I 
deeply believe that the peril to 
our free institutions created by 
these practices of official deceit 
and secret w arfare are m ore 
om inous than any problem con­ 
fronting our country.” 


Hughes issued a prelim inary 
report on his personal investi­ 
gation of Defense D epartm ent 
reports on the pre-19 70 bom bing 
of C am b o d ia a s the S e n ate 
Arm ed Serv ices Com m ittee met 
to decide whether and how far 
to pursue the problem . 
Congressional sources said it 
w as p o ssib le th at h e a rin g s 
m ight be scheduled a s early as 
this week to hear from p ast and 
present D efense D epartm ent of­ 
ficials with knowledge of a cov­ 
er-up of raid s m ade in 19 6 8 and 
19 6 9 . 
Hughes said the fact 3,6 30 B52 
bom bing attacks m ade in C am ­ 
bodia in 14 months and which 
were kept secret from 
most 
senators for m ore than three 
y ears “ convinces me that in 
this jungle of secret w arfare 
and official deceit, there are 
u n c h a r te d d e p th s , p e r h a p s 
more frightening than what has

H ughes’ 
office said

has 


received several letters and tel­ 
ephone calls from ex-service­ 
men claim ing new inform ation 
about bombing since the Iowa 
senator disclosed the pre-19 70 
bom bing cover-up last week. 
Hughes did not indicate what 
new inform ation he m ight have. 


Som e sources said the bomb­ 
ing, which began in M arch of 
19 6 9 but was not officially a c ­ 
k n o w ledged until la s t w eek, 
could be the nub of a new 
conflict between Congress and 
the President. 


Official docum ents show that 
both President Nixon and State 
D epartm ent legal ad viser John 
R. Stevenson said in sp3eches 
in 19 70 that the first bombing 
occurred during the controver­ 
sial invasion on April 30 of that 
year. 


The White House, however, 
disclosed last week that form er 
D efense Secretary 
Melvin R. 
L a ir d au th orized the se c re t 
strik es 14 months before the 
invasion and that Nixon ap­ 
proved them. 


Nixon, 
during 
a nationally- 
televised speech announcing the 
invasion, said: “ F o r the past 
five y ears ... North Vietnam 
has occupied m ilitary san ctuar­ 
ies all 
along the Cam bodian 
frontier with South Vietnam. 
For five years, neither the Unit­ 
ed States nor South Vietnam 
has moved against those enemy 
san ctu aries because we did not 
wish to violate the territory of a 
neutral nation."

ZURICH (UPI) — Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, an aviation pi­ 
oneer and World War I ace who 
dueled with G erm any’s Red 
Baron, died at the Neumunster 
Hospital early today, a hospital 
spokesman said. He was 82. 
The spokesman said no offi­ 
cial cause of death could be 
Riven until doctors released de­ 
tails, but hospital sources said 
Rickenbacker died of a heart 
attack. Neither of the attending 
doctors was immediately avail­ 
able. 
Rickenbacker was admitted 
to the hospital on July 5 after 
arriving in Zurich with his wife 
four days earlier 
Rickenbacker was hospital­ 
ized in Miami, F la..for nearly a 
month earlier this year, but had 
improved enough to be allowed 
to make the trip to Switzerland.

when a plane in which he was 
flying ditched in the Pacific. 
Rickenbacker converted his 
skill as a mechanic and love for 
speed into a career as an early 
racing driver, and then into 
leadership of the famed “Hat in 
the R ing” A m erican fighter 
squadron in World War I 
In 1963, Rickenbacker retired 
as chairman of Eastern at the 
age of 73. But he remained 
active in conservative political 
causes. 
The adulation from his war 
exploits helped him in his post­ 
war career but it was his acu­ 
men and drive which converted 
an ailing subsidiary of General 
Motors into Eastern, one of the 
giants of American aviation. 
Bom Oct. 8, 1890 in Colum­ 
bus. Ohio, Rickenbacker quit 
school at 12 when his father 
died and worked at odd jobs — 
usually around the developing 
automobile —-to help support 
his mother and four younger 
brothers and sisters. He took 
correspondence courses and 
soon was designing engines for 
a Columbus, Ohio, car maker 
and winning fame as a racer. 
His career was interrupted by 
World War I and Rickenbacker 
went to Europe as Gen. John J. 
Pershing's driver Within three 
months he transferred to the 
Army Air Corps in France and 
started his life in the air. 
Rickenbacker shot down 26 
enemy aircraft over the West­ 
ern Front, more than any other 
American pilot His trademark 
was a “Hat In the Ring” paint­ 
ed on his biplane. 
For his exploits, he received 
the Medal of Honor, the Distin­ 


guished Service Cross, Medal of 
the Legion of Honor, Medal of 
Merit and the Croix de Guerre 
of France. 
In 1934 after an automobile 
venture failed, he joined East­ 
ern, which had been founded 
six years before. He converted 
it from a losing venture to a 
profitable business. In 1948 he 
became the airline’s president 
and the board chairman in 1953. 
Returning to his auto racing 
background, Rickenbacker pur­ 
chased the Indianapolis Speed­ 
way in 1928. When he stepped 
down as president in 1945, it 
was the country’s biggest sport­ 
ing event. 


During World War II, Ricken­ 
backer helped form the Mili­ 
tary Air Transport Service 
(MATS). War Secretary Henry 
L. Stim son enlisted R icken­ 
backer to fly a converted bom­ 
ber on morale missions to var­ 
ious parts of the world. 


It wras on one of these trips 
that the bomber Rickenbacker 
was piloting ran out of gas and 
crashed at sea. He and six 
other crew m en survived 24 
days by collecting rainwater in 
their service caps and catching 
fish with bait cut from a seagull 
that landed on Rickenbacker’s 
head. 


After W'orld War I. when his 
own automobile company went 
bankrupt, Rickenbacker joined 
North American Aviation, Inc., 
which owned Eastern Air Lines. 
North American wanted to get 
Eastern in the black and Rick­ 
enbacker wanted to pay back 
the debts he created with the 
auto firm. 


R ickenbacker was nam ed 
general 
manager and helped 
land government mail contracts 
and expand routes, 
By 1936, Eastern was making 
money. But North American, 
and its owner General Motors, 
decided to sell Eastern. Ricken­ 
backer raised $3.5 million from 
Wall Street and bought the 
company in 1938. 
Especially after World War 
II, 
Rickenbacker championed 
consenatjve causes 
-although 
he .staved out of direct politics 
and described himself as politi­ 
cally “ a lone wolf.” 
He advocated withdrawal by 
the Tinted States from the Unit­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Harold Hughes, D-Iowa, said 
today he believes additional, 
“ more frightening” instances of 
official deceit would be brought 
to light in the Senate’s inquiry 
into secret bombing raids dur­ 
ing the Indochina war. 


Hughes told the Senate: “ I 
deeply believe that the peril to 
our free institutions created by 
these practices of official deceit 
and secret warfare are more 
ominous than any problem con­ 
fronting our country.” 


Hughes issued a preliminary 
report on his personal investi­ 
gation of Defense Department 
reports on the pre-1970 bombing 
of Cambodia as the Senate 
Armed Services Committee met 
to decide whether and how far 
to pursue the problem. 
Congressional sources said it 
w as possible that hearings 
might be scheduled as early as 
this week to hear from past and 
present Defense Department of­ 
ficials with knowledge of a cov­ 
er-up of raids made in 1968 and 
1969. 
Hughes said the fact 3,630 B52 
bombing attacks made in Cam­ 
bodia in 14 months and which 
were kept secret from most 
senators for more than three 
years “convinces me that in 
this jungle of secret warfare 
and official deceit, there are 
u n ch arted d ep th s, p e r h a p s 
more frightening than what has 
yet 
been 
disclosed, 
to 
be 
brought to light." 
Hughes’ office said it 
has 


received several letters and tel­ 
ephone calls from ex-service­ 
men claiming new information 
about bombing since the Iowa 
senator disclosed the pre-1970 
bombing cover-up last week. 
Hughes did not indicate what 
new information he might have. 


Some sources said the bomb­ 
ing, which began in March of 
1969 but was not officially ac­ 
knowledged until la st w eek, 
could be the nub of a new 
conflict between Congress and 
the President. 


Official documents show that 
both President Nixon and State 
Department legal adviser John 
R. Stevenson said in sp3eches 
in 1970 that the first bombing 
occurred during the controver­ 
sial invasion on April 30 of that 
year. 


The White House, however, 
disclosed last week that former 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird authorized the secret 
strikes 14 months before the 
invasion and that Nixon ap­ 
proved them. 


Nixon, during a nationally 
televised speech announcing the 
invasion, said: “ For the past 
five years ... North Vietnam 
has occupied military sanctuar­ 
ies all along the Cambodian 
frontier with South Vietnam. 
For five years, neither the Unit­ 
ed States nor South Vietnam 
has moved against those enemy 
sanctuaries because we did not 
wish to violate the territory of a 
neutral nation ”

Corps Of Engineers 
F orgetting Duty? 


Col. James L. Lammie of the 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
proposed that Marin and Sono­ 
ma boaters be required to fi­ 
nance dredging of San Rafael 
Canal and the Petaluma River. 
The colonel’s proposal is con­ 
tained in suggested guidelines 
being studied by higher head­ 
quarters of the Corps of Engi­ 
neers. He based it on a simple 
premise: the boaters are the 
ones who benefit from the navi­ 
gable waters, so they should 
pay to keep them navigable. 
Colonel Lammie has over­ 
looked a few things. 
THOSE WHO travel by water 
— whether for recreation or to 
get to and from work — pay the 
same taxes as those who travel 
by land. These include heavy 
state and federal gasoline taxes 
which are used, not to keep up 
the waterways but to build 
highways. Thus the taxes on 
gasoline used by boats go to 
underwrite land transportation. 
Taxes on the boats them­ 
selves put some $600,000 per 
year into the treasuries of Ma­ 
rin County taxing jurisdictions, 
according to Michael Mitchell, 
county auditor-controller. To a 
large extent, this is “ velvet," 
for the boats create no addi­ 
tional costs for school districts, 
sanitary districts, or water dis­ 
tricts — and very little for 
cities and county. 
Treasuries of the taxing ju­ 
risdictions, including the state, 
are further enriched because of 
the navigable streams. Water­ 
front property, especially that 
with boat docking capacity, 
sells at much higher prices — 
and therefore pays much high­ 
er taxes — than similar proper­ 
ty inland. 
Also, boating creates reve-

nues from water-oriented busi­ 
nesses, ranging from ship chan­ 
dlers to waterfront restaurants. 
Sales and income taxes thus 
created pour into state and 
federal treasuries, in the latter 
helping to pay the cost of such 
services as the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 
Aside from economic consid­ 
erations, there is the matter of 
flood control. The Corps of 
Engineers has spent large 
sums of our tax money on this 
right here in Marin. Rut the 
natural waterways contribute 
most to controlling floods — if 
they are kept free of silting and 
obstructions. 
Then there are environmen­ 
tal concerns. Were San Rafael 
Canal and the Petaluma River, 
for instance, to become silted 
to the point where they could 
no longer be used for recrea­ 
tion and transportation —and 
where they flooded annually — 
the result would be not only 
economic stagnation of the 
waterfront areas and decline in 
property values there, but also 
deplorable impact on the envi­ 
ronment of surrounding areas. 
PERH A PS Colonel Lammie 
feels that these considerations 
are none of the business of the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 
However, keeping waterways 
navigable is very much the 
Corps of Engineers’ business.

JOB. Skyjacking is radically down in the 
United States.

So far this year there has been only one 
attem pted skyjacking in the United 
States — and that was unsuccessful. 
In the first three months of 1973 a total 
of 504 guns was intercepted, 617 persons 
were denied passage, and 573 prospective 
passengers were arrested.

PURGE BY DEATH IN UGANDA. A 
heretofore secret memorandum sent to 
the Organization for African Unity and 
based on testimony of escaped refugees 
discloses a grim bloodbath carried out by 
Uganda’s army dictator, Gen. Idi Amin, 
who recently held 112 American Peace 
Corps workers as temporary prisoners. 
Dr. Milton Obote, who was deposed by 
a military coup as Uganda president in 
1971, states, “ Amin’s ex-minister reports 
that, at a conservative estimate, the 
death toll in Uganda in Amin’s first two 
years of terror was 80,000 to 90,000 
people.” 
The Obote memorandum to the African 
leaders gives explicit details of the death 
of about 3,000 individuals, including seven 
of his former cabinet ministers, and lists 
a series of massacres and methods of 
torture-to-death. 


TAIWAN HOLDING TO ITS INDE­ 
PENDENCE Repeated rumors, put out 
by Peking, that China is hearing an 
agreement that would make Taiwan a 
part of the mainland regime are without 
foundation. 
Such a deal is no nearer today than 
when the People’s Republic of China 
joined the United Nations. The reason: 
China does not want to have to seize 
Taiwan by force. Taiwan doesn’t intend 
to be taken over by anything less than 
force — at least as long as Generalissimo 
C’hiang Kai-shek makes the decisions.

TRUE, THIS ABSURD fine has been 
offered for years, but always has been so 
outlandish that it never demanded com­ 
ment by any calm person. Since the court 
ruled, though, it actually has been picked 
up by a U.S. Senator, a usually re­ 
strained columnist, and others for whom 
logic should be stock in trade. 
By thorough research, the “ right-to- 
life” spokesmen may turn up some mad 
scientist in some laboratory somewhere 
who is in favor of the entire list of 
horrors they warn about. I never met one 
myself. But I do know a sizable number 
of serious. G od-fearing, law-abiding 
Americans who think a woman should 
have the right to determine for herself, 
with professional advice but without in­ 
terference from legal, political or reli­ 
gious directions, whether or not to term i­ 
nate her own pregnancy. 
Unless two plus two now equals five, 
that should illustrate that anybody who 
favors legal abortion does not necessarily 
endorse anything else, public or private. 
But the “ right-to-life” campaign has 
shown its stubbornness; it is constantly 
seeking exception with which to prove its 
rule. That is why this subject comes up 
here in South Carolina 


BY COINCIDENCE, the South Carolina 
Supreme Court has just followed federal 
precedent by overturning the section of 
state law that made abortion a criminal 
offense — on the same day that new 
attention was turned on the Aiken County 
General Hospital, where obstetricians 
have insisted on their own that welfare 
mothers of three or more children must 
submit to sterilization before delivery of 
another child with Medicaid help. 
The hospital administrator confirmed 
that almost half the Medicaid patients 
who bore children in the hospital in the 
first six months of this year were steri­ 
lized. The three doctors involved con­ 
firmed that mandatory sterilization was 
their policy in such cases. They justified 
it on the basis of their own social views, 
with the footnote that the doctor has the 
right to choose which patients he will 
treat and which he will not. 
You can argue that the doctors are 
right, as a large impersonal theory. 
Certainly there has been a growing 
outcry over the catch in the welfare 
system by which the public subsidizes 
more welfare babies which only increase 
the welfare load, and the cycle is repeat­ 
ed and repeated. 
The American Medical Association’s 
committer on ethics has a different view 
in the case at hand. Its secretary, Edwin 
Holman, is quoted as saying; “ It would 
seem that a physician could not properly 
Impose some personal social philosophy 
on a patient if, by doing so, he prevented 
his patient from getting needed medical 
care. The woman has to be delivered. She 
does not have to be sterilized. If the 
doctor precludes her from being deliv­ 
ered by imposing sterilization as a condi­ 
tion, this action would seem to be con­ 
trary to th** accepted practices of the 
medical profession ” 


THE MAIN POINT about that decision 
is that it deals with voluntary actions by 
women affecting their own personal lives. 
There is not a fine line, but a broad 
unmistakable line of difference between 
such free will abortion and involuntary 
sterilization — or genocide, or experi­ 
mentation, or euthanasia. 
You should not expect the “ right-to- 
life" propagandists to acknowledge that 
line, however,

He 
bought his charcoal black 
slacks at factory-outlet stores 
on the edges of suburbia, invar­ 
iably located between a ham­ 
burger stand and a miniature 
golf course. 


His sports jackets were tired 
tweeds with fictitious labels like 
Harron’s of Palm Beach, adver­ 
tised as survivors of warehouse 
fires. They acquired instant 
rips in the left armpit lining 
from passing thrusts of his 
wristwatch. After one visit to 
the cleaners', the shoulder pad­ 
ding shifted subtly, giving Dex­ 
ter a perpetually hunched look 


And this was the dressy Dex­ 
ter. 


At home he wore gray chinos, 
fuzzed sports shirts, and dirty 
sneakers, from which extended 
white sweat socks whose ribs 
never seemed to match.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con 
grass is trying to find ways of 
getting a tighter grip on gov­ 
ernment spending, and its ef­ 
forts may lead to a showdown 
with President Nixon over who 
is the nation's ultimate fiscal 
boss. 
Legislation that sponsors 
claim will allow Congress to 
recapture from the president 
much of the spending initiative 
gained momentum last Thurs­ 
day when the House Rules 
Committee, after weeks of hesi­ 
tation, opened hearings on it. 
A Senate Government Opera­ 
tions subcommittee is also 
working on the bill, which was 
drafted by a special House- 
Senate study committee. 
And debate has been sched­ 
uled tomorrow on a bill to limit 
the president’s authority to cut 
authorized spending without 
congress’ approval — a direct 
response to Nixon’s frequent 
impoundment of funds. 
Leaders of the study commit­ 
tee that wrote the budgeting 
reform bill hope for quick ac­ 
tion, so that by next year a new 
system could replace Congress’ 
uncoordinated approach to 
money bills. But the prospects 
for such speed do not appear 
bright. 
The committees are expected 
to move slowly and the draft 
will probably be extensively 
modified before it comes to a 
vote in either chamber. 
Many members, perhaps a 
majority, feel a new budgeting 
approach is needed to give 
them: 
A better handle on the vast 
complex of spending and taxing 
legislation. 
An end to the embarrassment 
that occurs every July I when 
government departments go 
into a new fiscal year under 
makeshift budgets 


An expert staff which could 
provide independent data to 
guide Congress in its decisions. 
Adding it all up, many con­ 
gressmen simply want more 
control over the national purse 
strings. 
Congress has experimented 
with adopting spending ceilings, 
but the effectiveness of these 
has been debated. More direct­ 
ly, Presidents for many years,

But Dexter is 
reducing. He has this really

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con

Natural Air C onditioning 


Without using any electricity, the prairie dog 
m anages to keep his home cool all summer. This 
clever creature builds his burrow with openings 
at either end and then builds a crater-like mound 
around one end. Because air moves faster over the 
elevated mound, the air pressure is less than that 
at the other end of the burrow. This provides a 
natural suction at the mound that pulls air through 
the burrow. Using a scale model of a burrow, 
scientists found that even a slight pressure dif­ 
ference between the upper and lower opening would 
produce a complete change of air every ten minutes.

Public Election 


Financing Asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott said today he and Sen. 
Edward M Kennedy, DM ass.. 
would propose public financing 
of Senate and House political 
campaigns. 
Scott said that under the 
amendment to the comprehen­ 
sive campaign reform legisla­ 
tion. each candidate would be 
provided 20 cents per eligible 
voter in the candidate's state or 
congressional district. 
He told reporters the funds 
would come from general reve­ 
nues through direct appropria­ 
tions approved by Congress. 
Senate and House candidates 
receiving the federal subsidies 
would be forbidden to accept 
contributions from any other 
source, unless the public financ­ 
ing was less than the amount 
they would be due from the 
number of votters in their dis­ 
trict. 
The campaign reform legisla­ 
tion. which provides a limit on 
contributions and a ceiling on 
candidates' spending, is sched­ 
uled to come up for a Senate 
debate shortly, possibly tomor­ 
row 
Scott said the bill as reported 
by the Senate Rules Committee, 
was generally good legislation 
but "needs some strengthen­ 
ing.” 
The measure is already under 
fire from some liberals who 
consider the ceiling on contribu­ 
tions by individuals too high 
and the amount candidates can 
spend too generous. From the 
other side, objections to any 
ceiling are certain to arise. 
Congress has already provid­ 
ed the mechanism for public 
financing of budget presidential 
campaigns to a $1 checkoff on

Public Election 
Financing Asked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen­ 
ate Republican leader Hugh 
Scott said today he and Sen 
Edward M Kennedy, D-Mass., 
would propose public financing 
of Senate and House political 
campaigns. 
Scott said that under the 
amendment to the comprehen­ 
sive campaign reform legisla­ 
tion, each candidate would be 
provided 20 cents per eligible 
voter in the candidate’s state or 
congressional district 
He told reporters the funds 
would come from general reve­ 
nues through direct appropria­ 
tions approved by Congress 
Senate and House candidates 
receiving the federal subsidies 
would be forbidden to accept 
contributions from any other 
source, unless the public financ­ 
ing was less than the amount 
they would be due from the 
number of votters in their dis­ 
trict. 
The campaign reform legisla­ 
tion, which provides a limit on 
contributions and a ceiling on 
candidates' spending, is sched­ 
uled to come up for a Senate 
debate shortly, possibly tomor 
row 
Scott said the bill as reported 
by the Senate Rules Committee, 
was generally good legislation 
but ‘‘needs some strengthen­ 
ing ' 
The measure is already under 
fire from some liberals who 
consider the ceiling on contribu­ 
tions by indiuduals too high 
and the amount candidates can 
spend too generous. From the 
other side, objections to any 
ceiling are certain to arise 
Congress has already provid 
ed the mechanism for public 
financing of budget presidential 
campaigns to a $1 checkoff on

Santo Domingo and. to a small 
extent, Hopi Indian tribes of 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
The Indians make a living 
from crafting the turquoise

LONDON (U PL - The gov­ 
ernment today unveiled plans 
for massive development con­ 
nected with a proposed third 
London airport which would 
transform the face of southeast 
England 
It said the new airport, to be 
built on land reclaimed from 
the Maplin Sands off the south­ 
east English coast. 50 miles 
from London, will require a 
new city of 300,000 people to 
run. The new city would cover 
52.400 acres, sweeping up doz 
ens of hamlets and villages. 
The plan released today said 
nearly 120,000 new jobs would 
be created by the airport and 
its complex by 1990. But the 
urban sprawl arising from the 
airport would stretch 14 miles 
and cover with buildings 16,000 
acres of land which is currently 
in farm fields or open spaces. 
A second report outlined four 
possible routes for highway and 
railway links connecting the 
new airport to the capital. It 
assumed road and railway, 
which would take trains travel­ 
ing at 125 mph or more, would 
run side by side, but left the 
choice of routes open pending 
public discussion.

Income For 
Blacks Same 
As 1967 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
gap between white and black 
incomes was the same in 1972 
as it was in 1967, but relative 
earnings by young, college-edu­ 
cated blacks rose, according to 
a government report. 
The report on the social and 
economic status of blacks is­ 
sued by the Census Bureau 
yesterday also shows that black 
women with college training 
earn nearly the same as their 
white counterparts. 
In the North and the West, 
national median earnings of 
college educated black women 
was actually higher than for 
white women—$8,100 to $7,600. 
Nationally, black average 
family income in 1972 was 59 
per cent that of whites, slightly 
less than the year before and 
the same figure as in 1967. 
When the annual report was 
first issued in 11964. the figure 
was 54 per cent. 
Young black men with college 
backgrounds earned 86 per cent 
of what their white counter­ 
parts made, although older 
black men, between 35 and .54, 
earned only 71 per cent of the 
same white age bracket. 
For the first time, the high 
sch(K)l enrollment rates for both 
black and white 16-and 17-vear- 
olds was the same—90 per cent. 
Despite the gains made by 
college educated blacks, there 
remained a widening gap in 
poverty levels, with 11.1 per 
cent more whites below the 
poverty line but 25.7 per cent 
more blacks.

Chancellor Willy Brandt be­ 
lieves the U.S.-Soviet 
agree­ 
ment against nuclear confronta­ 
tion does not necessitate a 
reduction of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) de­ 
fense spending. 
Brandt said yesterday Euro­ 
peans “ must become more con­ 
scious of their responsibilities " 
but he added, “ this does not 
mean a cutback in defense ’ex­ 
penditures.”

Income For 
Blacks Same 
As 1967 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
gap between white and black 
incomes was the same in 1972 
as it was in 1967, but relative 
earnings by young, college-edu­ 
cated blacks rose, according to 
a government report. 
The report on the social and 
economic status of blacks is.* 
sued by the Census Bureau 
yesterday also shows that black 
women with college training 
earn nearly the same as their 
white counterparts. 
In the North and the West, 
national median earnings of 
college educated black women 
was actually higher than for 
white women—$8,100 to $7,600. 
Nationally, black average 
family income in 1972 was 59 
per cent that of whites, slightly 
less than the year before and 
the same figure as in 1967. 
When the annual report was 
first issued in '1964, the figure 
was 54 per cent 
Young black men with college 
backgrounds earned 86 per cent 
of what their white counter­ 
parts made, although older 
black men, between 35 and 54. 
earned only 71 per cent of the 
same white age bracket 
For the first time, the high 
school enrollment rates for both 
black and white 16-and 17-year- 
olds was the same—90 per cent. 
Despite the gains made by 
college educated blacks, there 
remained a widening gap in 
poverty levels, with 11.1 per 
cent more whites below the 
poverty line but 25.7 per cent 
more blacks.

MIAMI (UPI) — It was a 
typical middle class neighbor­ 
hood with laughing children, 
barking dogs and stereo music 
drifting out of open windows 
into the tropical air—except for 
the house of horrors that Albert 
Bnist built. 
Inside his modest blue and 
white bungalow, Brust con­ 
structed an elaborate chamber 
for sexual torture and perver­ 
sion, lining the walls with por­ 
nographic pictures. Police say 
he entertained people with simi­ 
lar tastes. 
But his neighbors knew noth­ 
ing of this. They knew Brust 
only as a “ chronic complainer” 
who had fussed at them about 
the loud music, the playing 
children, the barking dogs. 
“ I told him he moved to the 
wrong neighborhood,” said Jim 
Potter, his next door neighbor. 
“ We all have dogs and kids.” 
Brust’s private life was bared 
Saturday when police found 
him dead. apparently of strych­ 
nine poisoning, on a green and 
white lawn chair outside his 
back door. When they entered 
the house, they found the dis­ 
membered body of a teenage 
boy encased in cement in a 
shower stall. 
Police say Brust, a 4t-yearold 
Miami building inspector, ap­ 


parently killed himself after 
murdering the boy and subject­ 
ing his female companion to 22 
hours of sexual abuse and tor­ 
ture while she was shackled in 
a bedroom that had been con­ 
verted to a torture chamber. 
What went on in the neat 
little house “ boggles the mind,” 
said Detective Sgt. Ray Eggler. 
The girl, who was released by 
Brust. made a hysterical report 
to police in nearby Fort Lau­ 
derdale early last week, but 


Anderson Claims 
He Given Bug Tip 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Col­ 
umnist Jack Anderson says in a 
magazine article he was told of 
the Watergate plot more than 
two months before the June 17, 
1972, break-in at Democratic 
national headquarters. 
“ With a little more diligent 
digging,” Anderson said in the 
Parade Magazine article pub­ 
lished over the weekend, “ I 
might have uncovered enough 
details to print the story. This 
would have broken up the plot 
and spared President Nixon his 
current humiliation. Or I might 
have altered history more to 
George McGovern’s liking. I 
had everything but a road sign 
pointing to the story.”

The 16-year-old runaway told 
police she and Mark Matson 
were picked up while hitchhik­ 
ing by a man who called him­ 
self “ Erie ” 
She said after they agreed to 
do household chores for him. he 
drove them in his white van to 
a suburban home and then 
forced them into a torture 
chamber. 
Police say the girl told them 
she and the boy were ordered to 
perform sexual acts while the 
man photographed them. 
Matson “ jumped” Erie, she 


said, and was shot. Eric then 
dragged his body into a bath­ 
room and told her he was going 
to encase him in cement. 
The findings in Brust’s home 
prompted inquiries into other 
sexual murders in the area. 
Brust was described by 
neighbors as a “ loner” and a 
chronic complainer. Detectives 
said records show he had been 
convicted of larceny in New 
York years ago. 
The murdered youth has been 
identified as a runaway from 
Ohio whose father is a guard in 
a state prison there. Matson’s 
family had filed a missing per­ 
son’s report on the day the girl 
told her story to police.

turned to machines to make 
recy cling wo rk in Marin. 
So far. he say s, $1 50,000

been inv ested in the first phase 
o f mechanizatio n — a paper 
co mpacting and baling plant at 
502 Irwin Street in San Rafael 
which will begin o peratio n in 
mid-September. 
Wh ere did th o mo n ey co me 
fro m’.’ “ Righ t n o w I’m th e p rin ­ 
cip al in v esto r.” said th e fo rmer 
arch itect, wh o q u it th ree y ears 
ago to wo rk o n en v iro n men tal 
p ro blems fu ll time. 
“ I do n ’t see h o w we can do 
with o u t mach in ery ," h e said. 
“Th e o n ly so lu tio n is to h u man ­ 
ize

p eo p le.” 
S p e a kin g s o f tly , w e a rin g 
wo rn jean s an d battered h ikin g 
bo o ts, h e lo o ked tired th e o th er 
day , as if h e h ad walked miles 
fo r th e Camels h e smo kes.

OAKLAND (U PL - It s All 
Star game time and one of the 
hottest hitters in the majors— 
Reggie Jackson of the Oakland 
A’s—is cranked up and ready to 
help the American League. 
“ I'm tired and I’d love the 
days off.” Jackson said after 
hitting a pair of homers in a 5-2 
victory over the Cleveland Indi­ 
ans Sunday, “ but if I didn t go 
to the All Star game, I’d feel 
left out. It would be nice to 
have the time off but it’s also 
an honor to play. This is base­ 
ball's finest hour as far as I’m 
concerned ” 
The two circuit blows Sunday 
gave Jackson 23 and he drove 
in four runs with them to also 
take over the AL runs batted in 
lead from John Mayberry of the 
Kansas City Royals by one—81 
to 80. 
“ I'm having a good year so 
I’m looking forward to the All 
Star gam e,’’ Jackson said. “ I 
don't think I would want to go 
to the game if I wasn’t playing 
well and was named on my 
reputation. This way I'm the 
homer and RBI leader and that 
means something.’’ 
Jackson, a sports nut who 
keeps track of everything, at 
times still acts like a fan even 
though he has played in the 
majors now for more than five 
seasons and has hit I HO homers, 
“ Just think, I’m going to be 
playing against guys like Hank 
Aaron and Willie Stargell and 
all the rest of the best ball 
players,” he said. “ Even if I’m 
not as good as they are I can sit 
on the bench and pretend I 
am .” 
Along with his 23 homers and 
81 RBIs, Jackson is playing fine 
hall afield and is batting .291, 
and 
with 
Dick Allen of the 
White Sox sidelined, he s the 
standout player for the AL in 
Tuesday night’s classic at Kan­ 
sas City, 
“ I don’t feel there will be any 
undue pressure on m e,” said 
Jackson. “ We have a lot of fine 
players on our team but losing 
Allen has to hurt As far as I’m 
concerned he is the best hitter 
in baseball and you can’t mini 
mize his loss. 
“Sure, 
we’ll 
be playing to 
beat the National League but 
the big thing is to be a part of 


such a game. It’s a spectacle. 
Ifs the greatest game of the 
year for the fans and it's even 
exciting for the players.” 
Jackson’s first homer Sunday 
—a three run drive—wiped out 
a 2-0 Cleveland lead and sent

ATLANTA (UPI) — Hank Aa- 
Ruth only hit 22 as a 39-year-old 
ron will tell you that hitting 
home run No. 700 “ was all in a 
day’s work," but don’t let him 
fool you. 


Hank Aaron was even’ bit as 
excited about that home run as 
all those fans who were jump­ 
ing up and down Saturday night 
when he drove the ball in to the 
left field seats. 


"Hank was shaking like a 
leaf when he crossed home 
plate,” confided teammate Dar­ 
rell Evans, who doubled just 
before the homer and crossed 
the plate just ahead of Aaron, 
then turned around to be the 
first to congratulate him. 


"He might tell you he wasn’t 
excited, but it obviously meant 
a lot to him.” 
To hear Aaron tell it, 700 ‘‘is 
just another number. . . what 
really counts is when I get to 
711 and 715. then, I guess, the 
pressure will really be on.” 
Aaron is now behind Babe 
Ruth's record of 71-1 in his drive 
to hit more major league home 
runs than any other player in 
history. 
The 39-year-old Atlanta out­ 
fielder. now in his 20th big 
league season, has 27 this year. 
That came in his 76th game and 
249th at bat which means he 
has hit a home run at a rate of 
better than one even’ three 
games and about one every 
nine official times at bat. 
The Braves have 60 games 
left to play. Figure Aaron to 
play in about 50 of those and 
get about 150 more at bats mot 
counting walksi. Lf he main­ 
tains his present pace, he'd hit 
about 17 more home runs this 
season. 
That would give Aaron TI for 
the year, a figure he's reached 
six times before, and a career 
total of 717 — three more than 
Babe Ruth 
Continuing with that sort of 
figuring, it appears that Aaron 
might catch Ruth in mid-Sep­ 
tember 
Some are surprised that Aa­ 
ron has hit 27 alreadv this vear. 


and Willie Mays (who is no. 3 
all-time with a total of 6,58) 
hasn’t topped 30 for a full sea­ 
son since he was 35. 
" I ’m not surprised to have hit 
this many at this point in the 
season,” insisted Aaron ‘‘I ’ve 
done it plenty of times before. 
What would have surprised me 
would have been to have only 
seven or eight by now "

reveals that Hank, who is mak­

Ruth, who played only in the 
1933 and 1934 mid-summer clas­ 
sics. had 699 going into the 1934 
game, hitting his 700th home 
run three days later 
Aaron hit his 699th this past 
Friday night and the left field 
seats were packed for Saturday 
night's Atlanta-Philadelphia 
game. 
The Braves had offered 700 
silver dollars for the return of 
home mn ball 700 and some of 
the fans even brougnt nets, with 
long poles, in case the ball 
should hit on the wall below the 
seats. 
Aaron's 700th made it to the 
seats and was grabbed by 18- 
year-old Robert Winbome of 
Atlanta who (how is this for a 
coincidence) graduated this 
spring from the high school 
where Hank’s son is attending 
this summer. 
Young Winborne tried to turn 
the silver dollars over to Aaron 
for his favorite charity, but 
Hank talked him into keeping 
them The actual value of those 
silver dollars is expected to be 
close to $1,500 if Winborne sells 
them to a coin dealer instead of 
turning them in at a bank. 
“ The thing I like best about 
hitting 700 is that now my real 
goal is in view,” said Aaron. 
“ Now the countdown to 714 and 
715 can begin in earnest."

friend of Nolan Ryan’s was 
talking to him on the phone. 
This was early last Thursday 
some hours before the Califor­ 
nia Angels’ 26-year-old smokc- 
baller made a lot of people’s 
hearts jump by nearly pitching 
his third no-hitter of the season. 


Only a short time before this 
call, Ryan had been informed 
he had been added to the Amer­ 
ican League All-Star squad 


It was sort of an afterth­ 
ought. 


Due to a special provision, 
each league was allowed to 
name a 29th player The Na­ 
tional League tabbed 42- year- 
old 
Willie 
Mays 
in 
what 
amounts to a farewell gesture. 
The American League picked 
Ryan, who was not among the 
eight pitchers originally named 
by Oakland manager Dick Wil­ 
liams. 


“ Why don’t you tell him to go 
spit in his hat now?” Ryan’s 
friend said to him over the 
phone. 


“ No,” replied the hardthrow- 
mg, soft-speaking Texas-bred 
righthander. “ I ’m not that kind 
of guy. Naturally I’m a little 
disappointed about not have 
been picked before this, but it’s 
still a great honor anyway. You 
never know. Nobody can say 
how the game will go. I may 
get in there in the late innings.” 


Nolan Ryan may not know it, 
but he’s practically a cinch to 
pitch in tomorrow night’s ball 


game here. Catfish Hunter, the 
ace of Williams’ Oakland staff, 
probably will be named by him * 


to start against the National 
League, but Ryan very likely 
will be in there somewhere 
along the way. 


He is TH E MAN now. 
He’s baseball’s biggest spar­ 
kler, its shiniest gem at the 
moment, the same way Denny 
McLain was five years ago, 
Vida Blue was two years ago 
and Steve Carlton was last 
year. 


Ryan is the one star among 
all the All-Stars everybody’s 
eager to see, and Dick Williams 
knows that. Williams may have 
had his appendix taken out four 
days ago but his brains are still 
intact. 


In defense of Williams, it 
should be pointed that at the 
time he originally was called by 
American League President 
Joe Cronin and asked about tho 
All-Star pitchers he had in 
mind, Ryan didn’t enjoy the 
same status he does today. 


He hadn t pitched his second 
no-hitter for one thing, and he 
was under 500, as he still is 
now, for another 


But he was and still is the 
major league strikeout leader 
and when Williams named his 
eight pitchers without including 
Ryan. Cronin asked him: 
“ What about Ryan?” 


“ What about him?” said Wil­ 
liams. “ I know he’s one helluva 
pitcher, but (Bill) Singer is the 
one carryihg the California ball 


club. Ryan isn’t even pitching 
.500 ball. What am I suposed 
to do? Who do you suggest I 
drop. Look, I ’m not playing any 
favorites. 
I wanna win this 
game.” 


Cronin did not pursue the 
matter further. 


After all, the manager is sup­ 
posed to be allowed free reign 
in picking the pitchers, isn’t ho. 
and if some “ outside party” 
comes along and tries telling 
him whom to choose, well then 
you can see the kind of chaos 
that could develop.
